ly honored the branches with 
the privilege of bearing the 
fruit, He shows at the same time 
that if they are severed from 
the vine they wither away and 
die.

For the benefit of our many inquiring friends I herewith submit 
a copy of my letter to Jennie B. Rushin under date of Nov. 15, 1924. 
This letter was written in compliance to instructions given by the 
Elders in council and after repeated counsel with those associated in 
this work, however for further information and for the benefit of those 
concerned this letter contains only a portion of the rumors of the 
weakrféss of the interest of the Church of God in China, I may say 
further that this letter is very mild in tone as it was not my purpose 
to stir up any unnecessary feeling with reference to this matter, yet 
at the same time I felt that I was bound to act in harmony with the 
previous rulings governing matters of this nature, and for the protec- 
tion of our members and friends, 

I am sure that many of our good conscientious people may be dis- 
turbed over the statements made in her circulars that were broadcast 
throughout the church, and in as much as they failed to state the 
facts we feel it our duty to submit from our records and files in this 
office the necessary copies, in order to convey a true and honest im- 
pression of the situation, knowing that after careful consideration of 
our explanation that appeared in the Evangel under date of March 
7, titled CORRECTION, and verified by a number of the other 
brethren, also a careful reading of the following copy of my letter 
above referred to under date of Nov. 15, 1924. 


Cleveland, Tenn., Nov. 15, 1924. 


Mrs. Jennie B. Rushin, 
Tsinanfu, -Shantung, China. 
Dear Sister: 


For sometime J have had in mind to write you with reference 
to some particular matters that will be very necessary to have a 
definite expression from you. In order that our people may know 
just what they are doing and set at rest some rumors that are going, 
also some further explanations that are necessary for us to have at 
this office in order that we may further conscientiously appeal to our 
people for financial aid for your work, which in substance is as fol- 
lows: 


First, it is rumored that you were considering connecting your- 
self with the Finished Work people for the reason that they more 
liberally support their missionaries. This was gathered from one of 
your letters to a party, and also through Ina’s people in Florida. On 
this point it is very necessary for us to have a definite understanding. 

Second, it has been observed from your appeals that the holdings 
of the church there was not substantial and would be entirely lost 
without contributions on a large scale. Now, if this is the case our 
people would not feel, good after contributing hundreds of dollars to 
the payment and maintenance of the mission work there and then it 
all be finally lost to the church. On this point it is very necessary 
for a clear understanding as to what the church has there in the way 
of property, its value and the encumbrance on it and just what finan- 
cial aid will be necessary to take care of it. A full and detailed ex- 
planation will be helpful. 


Now, with reference to your request for me to advise our churches, 
members and friends to send contributions direct to you would be out 
~of harmony with the accepted ruling of the church and I would be 
without authority to do so, so I am forced to decline to comply with 
your request. , 


Referring to the Ford car and your appeal to the Detroit church 
for money to get it from Shanghai to your work. It was my under- 
standing that you occasionally went to Shanghai and that it would 
be advisable| for you to go there and let the Ford agency learn you 
or whoever Was going to learn to drive the car so that was our reason ' 
for ordering the car delivered to you in Shanghai. 


I notice you explained to Brother Cross that you used the money 
sent to you for other purposes and did do as I originally intended. 

Now, I am sure it will be greatly to the interest of your work 
and the Foreign Mission work in general to have a clear and definite 
understanding in order that we may appeal to our people for financial 
aid. Z
